City of Elba begins strict enforcement 
of non-operating vehicle ordinance 


On Friday; Feb, 1, the City of 
Elba. began .execuling strict 
enforeement of a city ordinance 
re non-operating vehi- 
cles, and citizens who do-not 
comply with the ordinance 
could soon find themselves fac- 
ing penalties, 

The ordinance (Ordinance 
Chapter 74, Articles III, Section 
74-82 of the Code of 
Ordinances) reads as follows: . 

(a) No person in charge or 
control of any property, whether 
as owner, tenanl, occupant, 
lessee or otherwise, shall alow

“What is the Apocrypha? Why is it not included in the Bible?

The Apocrypha is a collection of ancient writings dating from the 
Pat _ | period between the Testaments - 400 B.C. to the beginning of the 
‘Christian era - composed by Jews of Alexandria. They are of yar- 
ied form and style, some historical. some poetic and others dra- 
matic and apocalyptic. The word apocrypha derives from the 
preposition apo (in the Greek),“from,” and kruptees (in the 
Greek); “hidden,” thus, something hid or concealed, and so des- 
ignated because the authorship of these books is uncertain, their 
origin obscure, and their authority questioned. The collection 
consists of the books of Tobit, Judith, Wisdom, Ecclesisticus, 
Baruk, and two books of Maccabees. Some add six chapters to 
the book of Ester;. there is a prefix to the book of Daniel, called 
the “History of Susannah,” and, other additions are Song of the 


Three Children, and Bel and the Dragon. Others, sometimes 
included, but regarded by the Catholic Church as spurious, are the 
third and fourth books of Esdras, the thitd book of Maccabeesa 
151 Psalm, an appendix to Job and a preface to Lamentations. 

The books in the first of these lists are included between. Malachi 


and Matthew in the Bibles published by Catholics, who regard 
them as inspired dnd thus worthy of a place in the cannon of scrip- 
ture along with the rest. of the Old Testament. They were includ- 
ed in the Septuagint Translation (The Greek Version of the Old 
Testament), and in early Latin Versions, “Protestants” uniformly 
‘reject them as inspired books and regard them.as wholly unwor- 
thy of a’place in the sacred wnitings for reasons that will be 
included in this article to’ be continued next-week,

March 31 is deadline for farmers to file state 
gasoline tax refund claiims 


March 31 is the deadline for 
Alabama farmers to file their 
state gasoline tax refund claims 
with the Alabama Department of 
Revenue, according to. State 
Commissioner of © Revenue 
Cynthia Underwood, 

“The refund claims are based 
on portions of the state excise.tax 
paid-by. farmers on gasoline used 
during 2001 for agricultural pur- 
poses. The portion of the gasoline 
tax that-can be refunded applies 
only to the ‘amount of gasoline 
that is used in tractors or any aux- 
iliary engines which may be 
attached to .tractors. Gasolife 
used in ifarm/trucks is notsubject 
to a refund. We engourage those 
farmers. who qualify for such & 
refund to, submit. subject to a 
refund. We encourage those 
farmers who qualify for such a 
refund to submit their refund 
claims: as soon as possible. The 
refund claim must be postmarked 
no later than March 31, 2002,” 
Underwood explained.

In order to provide the free removal you must 
contact The Elba Police Department, in person 
and provide the location of the vehicle, the own- 
ers name, if known and give written permission to 
remove and destroy or dismantle the subject 
vehicle.

‘The Coffee County School 
System embarked on a new 
adventure at the beginning of 
2002, and thus far it has proven 
to. be a success beyond anyone’s 


imagination. 
SAFE (Supporting 
Alternatives for -Education) 


School opened its doors at the 
Coffee County Board” of 
Education on Monday, Jan. 7, 
and Superintendent Dr, Linda 
Ingram said she was thrilled to 
have students taking advantage 
of the program. 

“On that first night, we had 
more than we ever dreamed of,” 
Ingram said. “I am very pleased 
the students and parents took 
advantage of the opportunity.” 

She said the application for the 
grant was written during the 
1999-2000: school -year, and the 
monies came from the Children’s 
First Tobacco Settlement. When 
the grants were awarded, Coffee 
County received $50,000 to be 
used over an extended amount of 
time, Ingram said the grant was 
applied for again this year, and 
the school system received an 
additional $26,000. 

The basic ideas behind SAFE 
school are: 1) Provide remedia 
tion for students who have failed 
a core course or the graduation 
exam; 2) Provide a flexible 
schedule that allows alternative 
placement: for students seeking 
training during the day; and 3) 
Provide an alternative discipline 
setting and an opportunity for 
students with excessive absenses 
to make-up their work. 

“So far we have used SAFE 
School for make-up work and as 
a discipline setting,” Ingram

said. “We are trying to adapt as 
we go so it will meet the needs of 
the students.” 

The classes taught include sci- 
ence on Monday. nights, social 
studies on Tuesday nights, math 
on Wednesday nights and 
English on Thursday nights: 

Thus far! Ingram said 106 stu- 
dents have enrolled for the SAFE 
School program, and this: is: not 
limited only to students from the 
Coffee. County School System. 
As a matter of fact, Ingram said 
one student travels from Hartford 
to attend one of the. classes. 

With the grant funding, SAFE 
School is-at no cost to the stu- 
dents to attend,’ and Ingram said 
the students attend four hours a 
night, To earn a half credit, the 
students must complete 70 hours 
at SAFE School. 

In regards to the alternative 
placement, Ingram.-said the 
idea behind SAFE School is 
that not all children can attend 
school from 8 a.m 3 p.m. 
Some students seek. training 
for certain careers, and she 
said SAFE School provides a 
perfect opportunity for stu- 
dents to train during the day 
and keep up with their school 
work by attending the night 
classes 

“We hope SAFE School will 
help with our dropout rate 
which is higher than we would 
like for it to be,” said Ingram. 
“Let's keep our children in 
school because we want them 
to graduate.” 

As for the future, Ingram 
said as long as the school sys- 
tem continues to receive fund- 
ing through grants, she hopes 
to keep SAFE School a perma- 


nent fixture in Coffee County,’

al years.” 

She said the project’ began 
after the Coffee County 
Commission. cleared thee old 
pond site at the school system to 
allow an investigation into the 
possibility of building a ball 
fietd. Although the site tad 
numerous springs and was very 
deep, she said the help of the 
county commission, especially 
Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook, Senator Jimmy 
Holley and Representative Terry 
Spicer allowed for dirt to. be 
added and drain tiles placed to 
help move water out of the area. 

“As recently as this last 
month, the county has been back 
to the site because of poor 
drainage,” said Ingram, “The 
ditches have been adjusted so 
that there will be the 
slope,” 

She said this work,

done correctly and safely.” 

She said that she expects the 
Work to be completed and ayail- 
able for use by next school year. 
Also, she said the facilities will 
include a ‘press box with 
restrooms 

“I appreciate all of the help 
that the “parents, ¢ommunity 
members, legislators, commis- 
sioners and other have given sd 
that the children would have a 
facility.” said Ingram.
